The 


next to this isthe goodneſs of their Laws, 


admirably adapted to their Conſtitution. 
The Lord Cook faith, that the Ile of Nas

Council or Attorney, or any Perſon that 
can gain by ſtrife; all Chantery- Buſineſs is 
ended in twelve or ſixteen Weeks at far- 
theſt, viz.' four Court- Days. I confeſs Mat- 
ters of Common Law are ſomething more 
dilatory, becauſe Court. Days come but 
twice in the Year; but the eaſe of the Go- 
vernment, and every Man's Intereſt, draws 
all Suits to as ſpeedy a Concluſion as poſ- 
ſible. Beſides this, there is an univerfal 
Plenty and Cheapneſs, that as there are 
few that can be properly faid to be Eich, 
ſo neither are there many that can be ſaid 
to be miſerably Poor; and, I Believe, fewer 


Beggars, in proportion, than in any Na. 


tion. Not to mention the goodneſs of 
their Ale, which is a Commodity not on- 
ly in the neighbouring Kingdoms, bur, 
were we allowed the fteedom of Com- 
meree, would be of great Value where- 
ever England trades: As God has given:

They were formerly reputed Couragious, 


and eminent for many excellent Military 


Commanders, as will more fully appear from 
the Hiſtory; as likewiſe what Reſpe& their 
Kings had among foreign Princes, of both 
which Macon (not to mention more) was 
2 moſt remarkable Inſtance. | But above all 
they have been famous for their Hoſpita- 
lity to Strangers, as great Numbers of 
Engliſh in the late Civil Wars, and ma- 
ny Thouſands of Triſh Proteſtants in 
theſe * laſt: Devaſtations of that King+ 
dom can even now Witneſs. Nor were 


they leſs Celebrated, in former Ages, for

Autho- 
rity miſled a weak Prince into a ſeparate 
Intereſt from his People, which in the 
end prov'd the Ruin of them both; for the 
Nobility nor able to ſupport his Inſolence 
roſe againſt the King, tho' unſucceſsful- 
ly, among whom the great Earl of Mar. 
wick, a true Maintainer of the Engl; Liber- 
ties, Was baniſh'd to the He of Man, but 
ſoon after recall'd: For the Duke of 
Lancaſter (afterwards K. Henry IV.)

Church always thought fit to ſend Biſhops 
to govern them; now this was the Caſe of 
Colambanus,” the Apoſtle of the Weſtern 
Scots, who coming out of Feland with his 
Culdees, or Monks, already Ordain'd, had 
the Government of them, as other Abbots, 
in the Uhiverſal Church: But none of the 
Scotch Nation can ever prove that the Ab- 
bots of Hy pretended to Ordination, or 
Convening of Synods, in which I rake the 
Epiſcopal Juriſdiction to conſiſl. And tho, 
in honour of his: Apoſtle-ſip, tis proba- 
ble there was no Biſhop ſent during his 
Life, yet in the Year 600; which was about 
the time of his Death, we find Conanus 
Biſhop of Sodore; I have reaſon to Pre- 
{ume he had the full Juriſdiction with o- 
ther Biſhops, except within the bounds of 
the Abby; Which by the Corruptions of 
the Church of Rome, about that time, came 
to be a diſtin Intereſt from the Church, as 
well as the State; and a few Ages after all 
the greater Abbies were exempt from Epil- 
copal Juriſdiction.

Mona of Cæſar and Tacitus. tt 
ter them, by the Roman Arins, or by Irrup- 
tions of the Germans retired to Britain as a 
place of more ſ{ccurity, by the Advantage 
of its Situation; for much the ſame rea- 
ſon as Ireland, in the Sixth and Seventh 
Century, was the greateſt Retreat of 
the Learned Men, when all other parts 6 
Europe were infelted by the inroads of the 
Northern Nations, but loſt their Company 
again, as ſoon as it Came to be viſited by 
the ſame Barbarous People; whether I ſay 
one or both of tkefe reaſons might occaſi- 
on it, I will not pretend to determine, 
bur only offer it as my private Conjecture. 
Thus we find there is nothing in Cæſar 
to ſupport this Hypotheſis, who only ſays, 
That the ' Ancient Gauls ſent their young 
Men into Britain, to be mote fully inſtruct- 
ed in the Diſcipline of the Druids, than 
they cou'd be at home, without ſaying one 
dyllable that they kept their head Quarters 
in an. Nay, on the other hand I think 
we may gather the quite Contrary from 
Ceſar; for who can imagine that the Gaul: 
wou'd venture their Youth to croſs ſuch 
a dangerous troubleſom Sea, as they needs 
muſt do before they cou'd arrive at Man, 
in thoſe Ages too, when they had only 
wicker" Boats to Sail ins? 15 

Let us now proceed to examine what 
may be found in Tacitus for its Juſtificari- 
on. This Hiſtorian then in the 14th Book 
of his Annals, having related how Suetonius 
Paulinus Lieutenant of Britain had landed

& beat down all they met, and incommo- 
* ded them in their own fires. Aſter this 
* they placed ſtrong Garriſons in the re- 
ſpective Villages, and cut down their 


« Groves that were cdnſecrated to their 


* bloody Superſtition, for they held it Law- 
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ful to ſacrifice the Captives they took in 


e War, and to divine future events by pry- 
ing into their Bowels. I have tranſcri- 
bed this paſſage of Tacitus at large, that I 


may not be ſuſpected of concealing any 


part of it, that makes againſt me, well 
then let us now examine it. Why all 


that we can gather from Tacitus is, that 
when the Romans made a deſcent upon 


Mona, the Druids (and any other Prieſts 
would have done the ſame;) were buſy a- 
mong the Britiſh Soldiers, to encourage 


them to repel theſe Invaders; but he gives 


not the leaſt intimation that this was their 
Academy or Nurſery, which one would 
think he would hardly have omitted, when 
he had fo fair an Opportunity. It may be 
cafily imagin'd, that when the Romans ex- 
rended their Conqueſts far and near in the 
Southern parts of Britain, the Prieſts with 
the Women, neither of whom, generally 
ſpeaking, love fighting, would naturally re- 
treat to places that promis d the greateſt 


ſecurity, ſuch as Angleſey may very well 


be eſteem'd, without ſuppoſing i the prin- 


cipal reſidence of their fraternity. L have 


a better opinion of the wiſdom of the 
Druids, than to believe they would make ei- 
N 2 =. 
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ther Man or Angleſey, the chief Seats of 


their Sacerdotal Empire, when they had 
the whole Iſle of Britain before them, to 
fx where they pleas d: For I am ſure they 
ran Counter to all the Prieſthood before 
and after them, if they quitted a moſt fer- 
tile and pleaſant Country, to ſettle in one 
that was inferiour to it in every reſpect. 
Beſides we may reaſonably ſuppoſe, that 
the Roman Souldiers uſed the Druids but 
ſcurvily where ever they met them, and 
this mighr be another reaſon that induced 
them to retire into Angleſey. Every one 
that has read Suetonius, knows, that the 
Emperour Claudius utterly aboliſh'd the 
religion of the Druids, which Auguſtus be- 


fore him had only prohibited in Rome, all 


over Gaul, upon the Score of its inhuman 
cruelty. Pliny indeed aſcribes this J. 30. c. 1. 
to Tiberius, and fo dots Strabo, who ſeems 
to have liv'd under his Reign; but which 


of theſe two did ir, tis no great matter; 


only 'tis to be ſuppos'd, that when their 
Emperors had gone fo far towards the extir- 


pation of the Druids in Gaul, the Soldiers 


wou'd not ſhow them much civility here in 
Britain. In a time therefore of common 
diſtreſs, and eſpecially afterwards, when the 
Xtian Religion had got ſome footing among 
us, Idon't deny but ſome of them might 
retire to Angleſey, and, when that was ſub- 
duced, to the Iſle of Manx. But to think that 
from the firſt inſtitution of their order, 
their chief Seminaries were kept in * 
\ * O 
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of theſe Iſlands, before the Romans came 
to moleſt them, or the introduction of 
Chriſtianity here oblig'd them to ſhift their 
old Quarters, as it is ſupported by no Au- 
chority but that of Hector Boetins and his 
followers, or by vain idle conjectures, ſo'ris 
the moſt improbable thing in Nature, and 
cou'd as readily believe that the Popiſh 
Miiſionaries wou'd rather chuſe to ſettle in 
Lapland and Nova Zembla, than in France of 
England. © TY 
Indeed had the Druids been a race of 
Philoſophers, that intircly devoted them- 
{eives to ſolitude and retirement, one 
might incline to think ſomewhat favoura- 
bly of this Opinion; but unlefs all accounts 
that Antiquity gives us of them, have con- 
ſpired to deceive us, they were civil Magi- 
ſtrates as well as Obſervers of Nature, or 
Teachers of Philoſophy ; they paſſed a de- 
finitive ſentence in all Controverſies both 
publick and private; if any Riot or Mur- 
der was committed, or any difference hap- 
pen'd about the boundaries of Land, or in- 
heritances, they determin'd it by their Sen- 
rence, en dernier reſſort, and aſſigned both 
rewards and puniſhments as they ſaw fit; 
and if any one, let his Rank or Quality be 
never ſo high, preſum'd to diſpute their or - 
ders, or oppoſe their deorees, they immedi- 
ately proſecuted him with their Eccleſiaſtick 
hunder, and interdicted him from. their 
acrifices and Aſſemblies, which was the 
Treateſt pumſhment that cou'd be inflicted.-

A ſhort Diſſertation about the 
In ſhoxt the whole Scheme of their inſtity- 
tion ſeems to me not ſo much calculated for 
Hlence and meditation, as a ſtirring Active 
Life; and fince their ſolemn Aſſemblies were 
held once aYear,as Cæſar tells us, in the midſt 
of Gaul for the eaſier reſort, as tis to be 
preſum'd, of all Perſons to them, and'the 
quicker diſpatch of Butineſs, we may 
reaſonably conjecture that they took the 


ſame method in Britain, and therefore their 


Primate, whoſe preſence was ſo neceſſary 
among them to puniſh Delinquents, and put 
an end to all Controverties; can hardly be 
ſuppos d to havehad his headQuarters either 
in Angleſey, of Man. 9 
Having ſaid enough to this Point, I ſhall 
examine whether we of Britain had theſe 
Druids immediately from Grece, or Gaul, or 
laſtly, what I look upon to be the moſt pro- 
bable Opinion, whether theſe famous Celrich 
Philoſophers, whoſe Order  fpread it ſelf 
over Germany, Gaul, Britain, Ireland, and the 
{ſmaller Iſlands. belonging to them, did not 
like all the other Profeſſors of Learning come 
from the moſt Eaftern parts ofthe World. 
Mr. Sammes, in his Britannia Illuſtrata 
2 18. ſpeaking of the Places where the 
reeks firſt Landed here, tells us, tis guel- 
ſed by ſome to be the two Iſlands Man and 


Reaſons. Firſt, Becauſe the Druids,whole I 7: 
Name proves them of a Greek Original, prim. 
cipally reſided in theſe two. This he cont v 


dently aſſerts, without citing any Vouchers | © 
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to back his Aſſertion, and therefore it may 
be as eaſily rejected as tis propos d; neither 


is it ſo very certain, as he imagines, that 
their Name is of Greek Extraction, for tho? 
Pliny derives it from vs an Ozk, be- 
cauſe that Tree was in great Veneration 


with them, yet tis only bis Conject ure: 


and, for my part, I think we may as wel 
ook for the Derivation of Flamen in the 


Teutonic, àas he does for that of Druid in 


the Greek Language. Alfric in his Saxon- 
Latin Gloſſary tells us, the Saxons in Britain 
call'd a Magician Dry: Now we have alrea- 
dy ſhewn' that the Germans, as well as the 
Gazls, call d their Prieſts, or Wiſe Men, 
Druids; why then may we not derive their 
Name from this Word, which exactly an- 


ſwers the Opinion theſe People had of the 


Druids, rather than from one of forreign 
growth, which has only a relation to one 
part of their Worſhip? I know there are 


other Erymologies of the word, for the 


pſeudo- Beroſus ſuppoſes them to be nam'd 
from Druyus, the fourth King of the Gauls. 
Goropius Becanus from the Britiſh Words tru 
and 2 ſignifying a Wiſeman. But not to 
loſe any more time in ſo fruitlets a Dif- 
quiſition, Monſieur Goduin, in my opinion, 
is in the right, where he ſays, Veriſimile eſt 
Gallos illis Gallicum nomen impoſuiſſe, non pe- 
reginum. „ 

The next reaſon Mr. Sammes produces, 
why they ſhould come from Greece 1s, be- 
cauſe they us'd Greek Characters, accor- 
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 Gracis literis confectæœ. Theſe people no 
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A ſport Diſſertation about the * 
ding to Cæſar's Teſtimony, whoſe Words 


are in reliqui fer? rebus, publicis pr ivatiſque 


rat ionibus, Gracs literis utuntur. His true, 
they uſed the Greek Letters, but no neceſ 
{ary Inference can be drawn from thence 
that they uſed the ſame Language. For 
Inſtance, we ſee the Syriac Targum is Writ- 
ten in Hebrew-Letters ;. yet the Syriac Al- 
phabet is of a different form from that of 
the Hebrew, Thus likewiſe the Italians, Eng- 
liſh, and French, and moſt Nations in Europe, 
uſe the Roman Letters in Writing, tho' they 
don't expreſs themſelves in that Tongue, 
If theſe two Inſtances don't make the caſe 
plain, Cæſar himſelf tells us, that he writ 
a Greek Letter to Q Cicero, when be was 


ſtraitned by the Nervians, on purpoſe that 


if it fell into the Enemy's hands, they 
might not be able to underſtand it. This 
is Proof ſufficient that the Geuls were un- 
acquainted with their Language, tho' they 
us'd their Letters. Beſides, Cicero himſelf 
aflures us, that Divitiacus, Who was one of 
the moſt Icarned Druids of Gaul, underſtood 
no Greek, which was the reaſon that Cæ- 
far was oblig'd to converſe with him by 
an Interpreter, which otherwiſe he needed 
not to have done, ſince he underſtood Greek 
as well as his own Native Language. Up- 
on the ſame foot that the Druids made ule 


of the Greek Characters, the Helvetians, in 
all probability uſed them too, for Ceſar ſays, 


I. 1. In caſtrs Helvetiorum tabulæ repertæ ſunt 


more 
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more ſpoke Greek, than the Spaniards now 
ſpeak Duich; however they us d their Ler- 


ters, as well as the Gauls did, who borrow- 


ed them, as we may probably ſuppoſe, 


from the Maſſilians. Beſides as Cæſar in- 


forms us, the Druids wou'd not ſuffer 
their Diſciples to take down any of 
their Precepts or Maxims in Writing; in 
which Point they needed not to have 
been ſo very ſcrupulous, if they kad de- 
liver'd their Notions to them in a Fo- 
reign Language. | 

Others believe the Druids to have been 
of Grecian Extraction, becauſe they uſed 
Humane Sacrifices' Indeed, if the Greeks 
had been the only People in the World, 


that offer'd theſe barbarous Immolations to 


their Deiries, the Argument wou'd be ve- 
ry forcible; but what Nation do we 
and under the Reign of Paganiſm, that 
was not more or lefs polluted with this ex- 
ecrable Superſtition? The Carthaginians u- 
{ed to ſacrifice Men to Saturn, and tho' re- 
quired by Darius, King of Perſia, to leave of 
this Savage Cuſtom, Juſt. I. 19. c. 1. yet Cur- 
tins l. 4. obſerves, that they kept up this Sa- 
crilegious Ceremony, as he calls it, which 


they had learnt of their firſt Founders, the 


Tyrians, till the very Deſtruction of their 
City. Nay, Tertullian tells us, in his Apo- 
logy, Cap 3. that they continued it to 
his time clandeſtinely. The Ammonites u- 
{cd theſe Sacrifices in Mo/es's Days, from 
whom perhaps the Fews borrowed _ 
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The «Egyptians burnt Men alive to Zypbon 
the Neurianus Offer d humane Sacrifices to 
Mars, the Latins to the Goddeſs e Ægeria, 
the Alban, to the Moon; and M:nutius 
Felix ſays of the Romans, bollie ab 410 7s Ro- 
manis Latiaris Jupiter mali, & noxij hominis 
Sanguine Satiatur. In ſhort, theſe barba- 


rous Rites were obſerved all the World o- 


ver, as they are ſtill in America, and the 
Southern Parts of Afric; therefore no con- 
cluding Argument can be brought that 
the Druids, came originally from Greece, 
becauſe they uſed humane Sacrifices ; 

which Ceſar however needed not to think 
fo ſtrange in them, ſince Dim l. 43 tells, 
that on the very Day of his Triumph two 
Men were facriticedin the Campus Martius 
upon what Occaſion he = not ant by 
the Prieſt of Mars. | 
But ſuppoſe the Druidi came from Siet 
immediately into Gaul, and ſo into Bri. 
tain, yet this does not hinder bur that rheir 
Inſtitution and Principles might come ori- 
ginally from the Eaſt. As Mankind was 
firſt planted there, ſo Learning has been 
obſerved to have flouriſhed firſt in theſe 
Parts of the World, and from rhence to 
have been propagared into other Coun- 
tries. Thus we find Pythagoras the celebra- 
ted Father of the Pealic Philoſophy, and to 
mention no more, Thales n all their 
Notions from thence; but the truth ofthis 
Aſſertion will more evidently appear by ex- 
amining the Principal Opinions and Cu- 


ſtoms o of the Druid:, LY The 
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The firſt is, The Immortality of the Soul, 
which was their Principal, and,in Relatiog 
to the Romans, their diſtinguiſhing Do- 
ctrine. Strabol. 4. Val Maximus l. 5. Diodo- 


rus Siculus I. 6. Mela I. 3. Lucan I. 1. and 
Cæſar 1. 6. are all agreed that this was their 


conſtant Belief. But in all probability, this 
Doctrine had been long received in the 
Eaſt, before it got any footing in theſe 
NorthWeſt Parts of the World. Strabo l: 15 
tells us, that this was the Opinion of the 
Brachman's, the famous Philoſophers of the 
Eaſtern Nations, and thus handſomely ex- 
preſſes it. They look upon this: Life to 


« be no better than the State of a new Born 


Infant, but that to ſuch as have Govern'd 
e themſelves by the Rule of Wifdom, Death 
is 4 Birth to that which is properly cal- 
led Life, and is truly happy, *Porphyry 
J. 4. de non edendis animal. has ſomething 
to the ſame purpoſe. .. Herodotus in his Eu- 


terpe tells us, That this was the Perſwaſion of 


thee Ægypti ans, and Pomponius Mela |. 11. ſays 


of the Ihracians, Alij redituras putant animas 


obeuntium: Alij etſi non redeant, non extin- 
gui tamen, ſed ad beatiora tranſire, for which 
reaſon they uſed to rejoyce, and not greive 


at the Funerals of their Friends.

Among other Cuſtoms that are reported 
to have been obſerved by the Druids, ſome 
of them in all probability came from the 
Faſt, as well as the abovemention'd Do- 
Krines. For Inſtance, Czar tells us, That 
the Gauls uſed to compute their time not 
by the number of days but Nights.” "Tati-- 
tus obſerves the ſame. of the Germans; and 
this practiſe, which undoubtediy had its 
firſt Riſe from tlie Myſaical : account of the 
Creation, where" the Evening and” the 
Morn- 
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Morning are ſaid to make the Day, is ſtill 
kept up by the Polanders, the Bohemians, and 
by our felves, who owe it to our Sax 
Anceſtors, that brought it along with 
them out of Germany. Now every one 
knows that the Jens obſerved this manner 
of Computation, ſo did the Phæniciaus like. 
wiſe, and from them the Arhenians. The 
Druids had another Cuſtom no leſs remar- 
kable, and that was of excommunicating 
all ſuch Offenders, whom they found Re- 
fractory and Obſtinate. Siquis privatusaut 
publicus, ſays Ceſar, I. 6. eorum decreto non 
fetit, ſacrificijs interdicunt. Whether the 
Brachmans and Chaldeans had any ſuch Dit-. 
cipline among them, I am not ar leiſure 
now to enquire, tho one can hardly ima- 
gine, how any Religious Societies cou'd 
maintain their Authority with the Peo- 
ple without ſome-ſuch Inſtitution as this, 
but that the Jes had it tis moſt certain, a- 
mong whom to be deprived the benefit of 
the Synagogue, was the ſevereſt Punifh- 
ment they had. Neither was this Eccleſi- 
aſtical Cenſure unknown to the Athenians, 
tor Demoſthenes in his Oration againſt #/- 
chines Cites an old Law of Draco, by which 
Homicideswereexcluded fromSacrificesand 
Libarions, and in ſhort, from all Religious, 
as well as Civil Aſſemblies. Thus we find 
in Corneliſł Nepos, and Juſtin I. 5. that lei- 
biades incurr'd' this Puniſhment for diſco- 
vering the Myſteries. of Ceres, 
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A I will only take notice of one other 
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Cuſtom the Druids obſerv'd in the Inſtitu- 
tion of their Diſciples, and then conclude. 
Cæſar, and the reſt that give us any Ac- 
count of their Manners and Way of Living, 
all agree that theydelivered their Precepts in 
Verſe, which they obliged their Followers 
to get by heart, but held it unlawful to 
Commit them to Writing and this they 
did upon a double account, as well to cul- 
tivate the Memory of their young Novi- 
ces, as to conceal their Learning from the 
Vulgar, For the ſame reaſon, without 
queſtion the Eaſtern Philoſophers, and par- 
ticularly the e£gyptians, either convey'd 
all their Learning in a Language which 
the People did not underſtand, Or ſo dit- 
guiſed it under Parables, that it was a- 
bove the reach of common Apprehenſions: 
From either of theſe therefore the Druid; 
might have copied this Policy ; and if what 
Arch-biſhop Spots2vood ſays of them be true, 
diz. that they worſhipped only one God, 
and held it unlawful to repreſent him in 
any Image, (both which upon examination 
I hardly believe will hold water,) we have 
yet a clearer proof that they borrowed the 
.beſt and ſoundeſt part of their Theology, 
from the ancient Eaſtern Sages, that were 
always profeſt Enemies to Polytheiſm and 
Idolatry, and Adored one ſupreme Being, 

without any Idol oxRepyetentation. 
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But I forget whom I am talking to all 


this while, for tho your Candor, as-I am 


apt to flatter my ſelf, may incline you to 
forgive me the perfecution of this long 


and unmerciful Letter, yet when I conſi- 


der that I have been expoſing my Ignorance 
to a Perſon of your 
Penetration, I bluſh ar the Freedom I hare 
taken. For this reaſon I will here drop 
my Subject, and only” beg leave to alſure
